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$0 U took Notice, fome Time ago, 
of the late A&t of Parliament, for 
the better Qualification of Justt- 
ces oF THE Peace, 4nd obfer- 
ved with too much Reafon that 
the Conduét of fome of thefe Ma- 
P giftrates had almoft brought, the 
Commiffion itfelf into Contempt ; 
but I could with that you had made 
fome farther Obfervations on a Subjeét, of fo important 
a Nature, which deferves the ferious Confideration of 
every oo and feems more peculiarly to call for 
the Animadverfions of a Writer, whofe Pen hath been 
fo long engaged in the Service of his Country. I have 
therefore fent youa few curfory Remarks, which may 
ferve to furnifh you with fome Hints for a more copi- 
ous Differtation on that Head. 

A Fuftice of the Peace is an Officer of a very high Na- 
ture, and capable of doing the greateft Service, or Dif- 
fervice tothe Nation, being a Sort of inferior Judge, on 
whote Determination the Liberty and Property of his 
Fellow-fubieéts, in a great Meafure, depend. 

This Trutt was formerly difcharged by Confirvators of 
the Peace at common Law, who were elected, as appears 
from our Lato-bo0ts, by the Body of the People, in their 
reipeétive Counties, upon a Writ direéted to the She- 
riff. as Members of Parliament, Coroners and fome otber 
Offeers arenow; but We have long fince loft that Privi- 





“* pology for my felf. Mr. Specker, I will not deny what 
* I fpake, and proteit it in my Confcience, I {pake only 
* of the inferiour Sort of Fuflices. commonly called 
« Basket Fuftices. Againit Thefe 1 will not fpeak what I 
‘« {pake lait, but other Matter in other Terms. They 
‘* be like the wife Men of Cdaldec, that could never 
“< give Judgment till they faw the Entrai/s of Bea/ts. 
“ Our Statutes penal be like the Beaft born ia the 
** Morning, at his fell Growth at Noon, and dead at 
“ Night. So thefe Statutes quick in Execution, like 
“ Wonder for nine Days ; fo long after, they be at the 
«* Height; but by the End of the Year, they are car-

grieved at their luxuriant Authority ? — Another obfer- 


ved, that He thought it tco great a Trouble for Them, 
being already loaded with a Number of penal Statutes, yea a 
whole Alphabet, as appears by Hully in the Time of Hen. 
VII. and This is a Point fo obvious, thet a Jullice of 
Peace bis Houfe will be like a Quarter Seflions with tue 
Multitude of thefe Complaints. I think alfo, {id He, 


lous or unjuft to take the Jega! Fees and Perquifites of his 
Office; but I mutt beg Leave to think that no Man ought 
to be admitted into fuch a Truft, who hath nothing té 
depend upon but his Commiffon, or to keep open a grs- 
Sefi'd Shop of Litigation, where Oaths and Warr nts ‘ae 
fold, like Sugar and Plumbs to all Comers, and the poor

This Change hath been attended with very bad Con- 
fequenees in firmer Reigns, by giving the Prince, or his 
Miniffers, an Opportunity of filling the Commiffion with 
Perfons, whofe Neceflities or Corruption render Them 
fubfervient to any Purpofes, and of ftriking out Thole, 
who are aétuated by higher Motives, and fcorn te pro- 
ftitute their Office, or facrifice the Intereft of their Coun- 
try tothe Views of a Court. 

Nay, We meet with Complaints of this Nature in 
fome of the beft Reigns, which sdorn our Hiftory, even 
That of Queen E/izab:th her felf; for a Bill againft 
common fwearing being under Confideration in the Hou/e 
of Commons, Mr. Glafio-k, one of the Members, made 
the following Refleétion on the Multiplicity of penal 
Laws and the bad Execution of them, which I have tran- 
{cribed from Sir Symands Dewe’s Fournals. 

“© We ufe fo much Levity in our Law, that we had 
** as good make no Law; for we give a Penalty, and 
** tobe taken upon Condition before a Fu/tice of Peace. 
“ Here is wile Stuff. Firft mark what a Fuffice of Peace 
*« js, and we fhall eafily fmd a Gap in our Law. A Fu- 
* fice of Peace is aliving Creature ; yet for half a Do- 
«zen of Chickens will difpenfe with a whole Dozen 
** of penal Statutes. We fearch and ingrofs the Retail. 
« Thefe be the Basket Fuffices, of whom the Tale may 
“ be verified of a Fu/fice that 1 know, to whom one of 
«* his poor Neighbours coming, faid, Sir, 1 am very 
* highly rated in the Swbfdy Boot; I befeech you to 

help me. Towhom he anfwered, I know Thee not. 
«“ Not me, Sir, quoth the Countryman? Why your 
“ Worlhip had my Teem and my Oxen fuch a Day, 
«« and I haye ever been at your Worfhip’s Service. Have 
“you fo, Sir, quoth the Fu/fice, I-never remembered 
* T had any fuch Matter; no not a Sheep’s Tail. So 
« unlefs you offer Sacrifice to the Idol-Fufices of Sheep 
** and Oxen, they know you not. Ifa Warrant comes 
* from the Lords of the Council, to Jevy a hundred 
“ Men, he will levy two hundred ; m | what with 
“ chopping in and chufing out, he will gaina buadred 
“* Piunds by the Bargain. Nay, if he be to fend 
* out a Warrant, upon a Man's Requeft, tp have any 
“« fetch’d in upon Sufpicion of Felony, or the like; he 
“ will write the Warrant himfelf, and you muf put 
* two Shillings in his Pocket a¥ his Clerk's. Fee, (when 
“ God knows he keeps but two or three Hindes) 
“ for his better Maintenance. Why, we have prft here 
* five Bills of Swearing, going to Church, gwi Ale, 
* Drunkennefs aid - This is as good to Them as if 
** you had given them a Subfidy and two fifteenths. 
“ Only in that Point I miflike the Bi2/s for the reft I 
« could wilh it good Paffage. 

Tuis fevere Reprehenfion of fome Fuffices, in that 
Reign, gave Offence to the Cuurt Members, who repre- 
fented it as a gener:! Refizction on all the Fuffices ia 
Envlond, and moved that Mr. Glafeock might be’ obli- 
ged to joftify Himfelf; upon which He rofe up and ex- 
plain’d Hinfelfin the fo!l>#ieg Manner.

It deferves our Notice, in this Place, that the Power, 
which the/e Gentlemen oppofed with fo much. Vigour, 
was only ‘That of laying a Penalty of ome Shilling on 
every Man, who fhould be guilty of breaking the Sad- 
bath, or fwearing an Oath. 

If therefore the Number of pena/ Laws and the Power 
of thefe Magifrates were thought fuch Grievances, in 
the Reign of that excellent Princefs, what fhall We fay 
of them now, when the former are multiply’d and the 
latter is extended almoft ad Infinitum ?— The Autho- 
rity of our Fu/tices at prefent is grown not only éwxu- 
riant, but even above Defcription by that vait Number 
of penal Laws, which our Dedts and Taxes have accu- 
mulated upon us, not to infitt on fame others, in which 
our Liberties, as well as our Properties, are more eficn- 
tially concerned. 

We fee that feveral Members of the Houwfe of Com 
mons, in the Daysof Queer Elizabeth, thought it an In- 


Peace a Powér to lay a little, pecuniary Mulét on the 


fringement of Magna Charta to give Juftices of the | 





People of England; from whence We may judge how 
They would have thundered againft giving every Jirt/e 
uftice a Power to prevenfa few Friends from divert- 
ing Themfelves together at any Sport, or even conti- 
nuing for an Hour upon Jawful Bufinefs, under no lefs a 
Penalty than the Gad/loews ? 

Itis not my Intention, Mr. D' Anvers, to enter into a 
particalar Examination of the/e Laws, but to explain the 
Neceflity of putting fome proper Checks upon téofe Per- 
fons, in whom the Execution of them is lodged ; for 
if Men ef no Fortune, or Character, are fuffered to 
be invefted with fuch an Authority, the Liberties of 
Enzland would become very precarious and fubjeét to 
the Will of 7o/, who have the Power of putting in 
and turning out whom They pleafe. 

For this Reafon, I was glad to hear that an A& was 
pais’d laft Seffion, for preventing thefe Evils, and hore 
it will have the defired Effet ; for the Complaints againit 
Basket Fuftices were not peculiar to the Reiga of Queen 
Elizabeth, but have continued to multiply and increafe 
upon us, in Proportion to the Powers, which have been 
given Them, though They have fince changed their 
Style, indeed, and are now generally diftinguithed by the 
Title of -trading Fuftiges.

{ have my {elf often feen fome of the Oficc: crouded 
as the Gentleman ktefore cited obferves, like 9 verter Sef. 
fons, Or rother like our common Genera W'erebur, les, Sith 
the very Scum of the People; and havieg fometimes had 
the Curiofi:y to ask what occafion’d fach a Mob, I lave 
found that they were all waiting with Impatience to know 
the Ifue of aCaufe between a Couple of Osfer Women, 
or Cinder-Wenghes, about tearing of Capt or caliing 62¢ 
another Whore. 

I wonder none of our modern Farce-writers have di- 
verted the Town with a Scene or two cf this Nature, 
I fancy the Humours of a Meck-Magiffrate and his Clerk, 
with the Method of Proceeding, upon thefe Occafions, 
would make an agreeable Entertainment, and perhaps 
prove of fome Service to the Publick, by difcountenanc- 
ing fuch Abufes of Law and Fuffice. 

_When Men in Office are thus fuffer’d to make a Trads 
of thei: Duty, They will be oblig’d, in Return, to become 
the Tools of a Minifer, whole Creatures They are, by 
making ufe of their Authority to influence E/eZiers, of 
carry on any other dirty ‘ob, which his Service requires. 

On the other Hand, We ought to confefs that every 
Gentleman, who difcharges shis Office with Prudence, 
Integrity and a ftri& Regard to Jultice, is a glorious Bee 
nefactor to his Country, and deierves the utmoft Vene- 
ration. 

I thall conclude with an Epitaph ena certain Gentle- 
man, in a neighbouring County, which was lately taken 
off from his Tombftone, and is not altogether fore'gn to 
this Subje&.
